Many a weary business
man will be hitting the golf
links and boarding the fish-
ing boats this summer in
search of relaxation. A note
of caution, though. Avoid
“sports accidents!” They can
be costly.

For example, if you're on
the golf course and you ac
cidently cream another play
er with your ball are you
liable? The law says ‘no’ be-
cause of a legal concept
call “assumption of risk.” It
is assumed that the other
fellow took his chances while
on the links. But there's a
hitch: If it can be proved
that you forgot to ring out
with a warning “fore” you're
in trouble because you were
negligent.

In the case of deep-sea
fishing, it's a matter of cast-

ing. If you slash someone
while throwing out your line
can he collect. Chances are
he can because even if he
was careless by being in the
way you're vulnerabie bhe-
cause he can contend you
saw him and therefore
should not have cast at all
If watching baseball
games is your cup of tea be
careful here, too. When you
purchase a ticket it is as-
sumed that you risk foresee-
able accidents such as being
beaned by a foul ball. But,
if you jump up for a foul
ball and knock down a man
in the next tier you could be
wide upen for a lawsuit.

Because large corpora
tions are becoming so com
plex, they are seeking the
special skills that some
kinds of professional peo
ple like ministers, journal
ists, educators and others
with special talents can con-
tribute to their growth,

The Rev. Barton Leach
counseled businessmen from
the pulpit at the Oceanside,
NY., First Presbyterian
church, for nearly nine
years before he joined them,
last year at 34, in their own
environment.

When 1 sit down with a man-
ager to work out a problem,
we share the same prespec-
tive and the same lingo.”
